Oranges Top List of Fruit Most 
Popular in Nation 


Oranges have passed apples as the most popular fruit in 
America, according to the Produce News of New York City. 

Average Americans eat 38 pounds of citrus fruit per year 
in the fresh form, the article says. Consumption of oranges 
and grapefruit has zoomed sharply to the highest point in 
history in the past year, while consumption of other fruits 
has either decreased, remained stationary or has shown only 
a slight increase. 

In the 1934-38 period, oranges jumped from 31 pounds 
per capita to 38.7 in the 1938-39 season. Apples remained 
at 32.5 pounds. Much of this per capita study was made by 
the Florida Citrus commission, but it applies to the entire 
industry. That heavy crops and low prices to consumers 
are factors in this increase, the compilers of figures admit as 
probably true, but this would also be true of apples to some 
extent. What has actually occurred is that the steady ad- 
vertising campaigns have educated the people to the health 
value of citrus fruits, and there has been a wider attack by 
the selling agencies, making this fruit available practicaily 
everywhere. Better grading and sorting have been factors 
also. 

It is safe to predict that in the next five years there will 
be concerted effort, both in Florida and California, to raise 
the standard of quality on the market by more rigid grad- 
ing and sizing, and this should have a strong appeal to the 
consumer.
